The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 30 teaches a cleaning attachment as well as a scrub brush mounted separately and 
external to the cleaning attachment that reciprocated in an orbital path. Both the cleaning 
attachment and the scrub brush are located on a carrier that reciprocate with respect to the 
housing. The scrub brush comprises an elongated body located between the carrier and the 
cleaning element. The closest prior art of Gruber et al. (WO01 32095 Al) teaches a toothbrush 
comprising a cleaning attachment (20) and a scrub brush (26) with an elongated body (29) 
(figure 5). Gruber teaches a carrier (6) that is coupled to the motor however the elongated body 
of the scrub brush is not disposed between the carrier and the cleaning attachment. Additionally, 
the scrub brush does not reciprocate in an orbital path. The scrub brush of Gruber only 
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reciprocates back and forth never fully completing an orbit. While orbital reciprocating brushes 
are known in the art, the combination of an orbital reciprocating brush having an elongated body 
located between the carrier and the cleaning element is not known and therefore the applicant's 
invention is free from the prior art. It would not have been obvious to modify references to 
achieve the claimed invention since there is no motivation or teaching to do so.
